MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 
SUBJECT : Joint Reconnaissance Conter 


1, On 3 April 1961 Cap tain Ernost Christensen, USNR, and Colonel 
Daniel Muiloney, U3AF, «set with Colonel Beerli, Jim Reber and the under- 
signed te discuss the charter of the JRC and its relationship with KUBARK 
air operations and the Department ©f Defense. In effset it wae an attempt by 
the two visiter* t© establish themselves as the Agency** contact point for DOD 
coordination on ©verflights. Captain Christensen Infor me d the group that the 
charter ©f the JRC désignâtes that office ee the contact point which would be 
rs sponsible for notifying pertinent and appropriais DOD offices ef impending 
KUBARK air operations in order te insure that the effort wae properly coor- 
dinated so that there would be no conflict by simultaneous operations conducted 
under the auspices of one of the Services. In order to establish a clear 
délinéation of responsibiiities concerning rcquirements and operations, Mr. 
Reber explained the mission and Intentions of the COMOR. Captain Christensen 
readüy agreed that there was no conflict of interest between the JRC and 
COMOR. Colonel Beerli emphasized our desire that knowledge of KUBARK air 
activities be held to a limited and need-to-know basis within the DOD. Captain 
Christensen aasured us that stringsnt security measures would bs employed. 
Colonel Beerli explained that under the présent arrangement the Agency 
notifies Colonel Benson who in turn effects the necessary DOD coordination. 

Hs added that this procedure was working quite smoothly. Captain Christensen 
stated that under the JRC procedures when the JRC is notified by the Agency of 
a planned operation they would notify (a) Colonel Harrington, who would ad vise 
General R. A. Brietweiser, (b) General Fred M. Dean, (c) General E. G. 
Wheeler, (d) General L. L. Lemnitser. In addition to the foregoing, Mr. 
McNamara and Mr. Gilpatric would be advised as well as Chief, Naval Opera- 
tions, the Air Force through General A ood, and finally, the Army. Captain 
Christensen requested that we advise the JRC of a recommended procedure for 
notification and also a liât of individuala in the Pentagon whom we thought should 
be notified. 

Z. Colonel Muiloney stated that the credentials for their office and the 
authority for being the sole DOD contact was vested in the JCS mémo 2150/51. 

(As a side note JCS 2150/51 provides the JRC authority for coordinating 
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peripheral r econnai • sanc e activitlea. ) 

î, Captain Chrîatenaen tnquired of the c oœiro channel which i* belng 
established batween DPD Headquarter» and the Pentagon and inquired whether 
%t net it w*« being directed to the correct office, ta aa Indirect maaaer il 
w*« euggested that thi» problem could be worked ont wlthin the Pentagon. 
Captain Christensen indicated he would look into the mette r over there. 

4. Tiw uaderaigned wishea to call attention t© I0EA-0O98 dated Zê 
Deceir.ber I960 which wat a mémorandum signe d by General Cabeil to Major 
General Breitweiser which in affect atates that CIA operation# peraonnei hâve 
beau directed t© eatabllah coordination with the intérim IEC to inaure timely 
coordination of any reconnaissance actlvitiea planned by thi» Agency. ïn the 
came ®#tr oran^Sum General Cabeil alao adviced Généré Breitweiser that 
uatll the IEC bacoxnaa fully operational he propose» that alerte be passed to 
the intérim IEC through AFOOP-SA ©f Headquarter», ÜSAF.
